1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale 
held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, 
Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”). 

2. Although the Auctioneer may not with¬ 
draw any lot after a call for bids has been 
made with respect to that lot, the con¬ 
signor of the property may participate in 
the auction by bid, and may purchase his 
lot from the auction sale for his own 
account. Notice of the consignor’s liberty 
to bid is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial 
Code. A consignor is required to place his 
bids on his property no later than 48 
hours prior to the commencement of the 
auction sale. If the consignor is the suc¬ 
cessful bidder on his lot(s), and has failed 
to place his bids on those lots more than 
48 hours prior to the auction sale, then 
the consignor is required to pay both the 
appropriate seller’s fee and buyer’s fee. 

3. The highest bidder acknowledged by the 
Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion 
immediately put the lot up for sale again.

4. A buyer’s premium equal to 10% of the 
successful bid price will be added to each 
invoice (buyer’s fee), unless the purchase 
is made by a consignor’s bid on the con¬ 
signor’s property, in which case a different 
fee is charged. This fee may be different 
than the buyer’s fee.

Successful overseas bidders shall provide 
- written shipping instructions to the 
Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered 
outside of the United States, including 
specified customs declarations. Any risk 
of loss during shipment will be borne by 
the buyer following Auctioneer’s delivery 
to the designated common carrier. All 
shipping charges will be borne by the suc¬ 
cessful bidder. 

7. We will mail an invoice to all successful 
mail/FAX/phone bidders. If the auction 
invoice(s) or notice of successful bids 
submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid in 
full when due, the unpaid balance will

In the 
event a successful bidder fails to pay all

Sharply struck except on the 
stars on the left side of the obverse. Deep tan color throughout with 
a few minor carbon spots on each side. 

3 1833 MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Rich cherry-red color covers 
each side, making one wonder where the brown is on this Red and 
Brown designated coin.The obverse shows a few tiny specks of car¬ 
bon, presumably the reason for the MS 64 grade. 

4 1855 MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Subdued brick-red luster that 
has mellowed to medium-brown shades on either side. Softly 
defined at the borders. 

CERTIFIED LARGE CENTS 


5 1793 Chain AMERI. Fine 12 PCGS. S-l, R.4. Lightly granular 
surfaces, with some areas of pitting on both sides. Uniform, choco¬ 
late-brown color with the date, legends, and devices all clearly visi¬ 
ble. The overall appearance is pleasing and perhaps superior for the 
grade. This issue is probably one of the most famous of all U.S. 
coins, and represents one of the very first coins struck by the United 
States mint at Philadelphia. 

Die State B. One of the more inter¬ 
esting early cents from the standpoint of die cracks. This piece is 
extensively cracked, shows heavy cuds in front of the face of 
Liberty, and the beginning of a cud on the reverse over ICA.

7 1813 AU 50 PCGS. S-293, R.2. Deep, olive-brown patina covers 
both sides with mildly contrasted devices that are several shades 
lighter in hue. Minimally abraded, a sharply defined example. 

8 1849 MS 63 Brown NGC. Bright surfaces with deep steel-brown 
color overall that is accented by portions of mint red around the 
devices. A small nick is noted on the upper neck of Liberty and a 
couple of tiny handling marks are seen on the face. 

9 1852 MS 65 Brown NGC. A truly glossy coin, with a hint of origi¬ 
nal red and an original, mellow brown color overall. Softly struck on 
the denticles and some of the stars, yet with sharp centers. The 
reverse die has rotated approximately 20 degrees to the left. 

10 1852 MS 65 Brown NGC. Completely original with glossy-brown 
surfaces. Another amazing gem example of this popular date.

1853 MS 64 Brown NGC. Deep olive-brown surfaces, with a bold 
strike on the central devices, the denticles are typically weak at the 
borders. A fully choice and affordable Braided Hair cent.

1858 MS 64 NGC. Large Letters. Frosty and sharp under a delicate 
layer of golden-orange toning that appears on either side. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN CENTS 

1863 MS 63 PCGS. Deeply lustrous surfaces, lacking detail only at 
the tips of the first eight feathers. The reverse has rotated almost 90 
degrees to the left. 

1864 Copper-Nickel MS 63 PCGS. Muted golden-brown color with 
a couple of grade-limiting darker areas on each side. 

1864 Bronze MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Sharply struck with some 
mellowing of the original golden-red color on the obverse, the 
reverse is much deeper in tone. An attractive example. 

1864 Bronze MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Warm reddish-coppery 
color graces each side with only the slightest bit of brown evident, 
and that being on the reverse. Well struck and showing die clash 
marks in the fields. 

1869 MS 64 Brown NGC. A vei 7 nice, glossy-brown coin that 
shows faint traces of mint luster in the more hidden areas of the 
devices. Labelled “scarce” by Breen, this variety shows a lightly 
recut 6 and a clearly recut 9 in the date.

Deep, concentric shades of violet 
and sea-green toning over surfaces that are struck from an advanced 
die state, being at least partially surrounded on either side in faint die 
cracks. By far the most difficult of the two varieties for the year. 

A scarce item in strict mint condition, 
although found easily enough in lower circulated grades. Considered 
by Brian Greer to be among the top dozen Seated dime issues in 
uncirculated.

Soft gray 
toning overall. 

CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

163 1841-0 MS 62 PCGS. One of the more available, early O-mint 
Seated quarters due, in part, to the discovery of a small hoard (at 
least 40 specimens) during excavation for the foundation of the 
Meridien Hotel in New Orleans’ French Quarter in 1982. The fields 
are satiny and virtually injury-free under a layer of original golden- 
gray patina. Some softness of definition is noted on the reverse at the 
base of the eagle. Trends $650 in MS 60. 

164 1846 MS 64 NGC. Nearly a gem with heavy white luster and only 
a touch of gold peripheral toning on the reverse. Early dates in the 
Seated quarter series are rarely encountered so nice. Clean surfaces 
with a great strike and eye appeal. Population: 5 in 64, only 1 finer. 

165 1854-0 Arrows MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous obverse with speckled gold¬ 
en accents, while the reverse is a satiny silver-gray. Unlike the half 
dollar where mint state examples of the New Orleans product are 
more available than similarly dated P-mints, the underappreciated 
1854-0 quarter was struck in far fewer numbers and is much more 
elusive in uncirculated condition than Philadelphia quarters of this 
date. 

166 1859 MS 63 PCGS. Razor sharp overall and virtually untoned, with 
only a touch of scuffmess in the reverse field limiting this lustrous 
example to a select rating. This No Motto issue is not around in any 
appreciable quantity at the uncirculated level, despite a mintage of 
more than a million pieces. 

167 1873 Arrows MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces on this scarce, short-lived 
type coin are toned a milky gray-gold over both sides and appear to 
be frosty and quite free of blemishes. Peripheral weakness shows on 
the obverse stars. 


168 1876 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and well detailed in all areas, with some 

speckling of milky-white patina on the obverse.

169 1864 PR 66 NGC. An elusive Civil War era issue, one of a mere 470 
proofs struck; yet, proofs are more obtainable than the even rarer 
business strikes.

An out¬ 
standing example of this rare issue. Population: 2 in 66, none are 
finer. 

170 1870 PR 65 NGC. Brilliant and untoned, a couple of scattered hair¬ 
lines and minor abrasions are visible. A bright, sharp specimen. 
Population: 8 in PR 65, 2 finer. 

171 1873 Arrows PR 64 PCGS. Deeply mirrored with bright, lightly 
toned surfaces. A scarce two year type coin and much in demand as 
a proof. 

172 1883 PR 64 PCGS. Bright as a headlight with nicely reflective 
fields.

192 1926-D MS 63 PCGS, lustrous and light in color on the reverse; and 
a 1929 MS 63 Full Head, light, even patina. (Total: 2 coins) 

193 1926-D MS 64 PCGS. While not exhibiting full head detail, this 
piece is sharper than many mint state ‘26-D quarters. Frosty and 
original. 

194 1927 MS 65 Full Head NGC. Fully struck with near blemish-free 
surfaces. Covered with a pale obverse golden tone that turns to rus¬ 
set-brown at the edges.

388 1883-CC MS 63 Prooflike PCGS, brilliant with the typical number 
of contact marks; and an 1885-S MS 61 PCGS, heavily marked on 
the obverse.

Toned in a pleasing light steel-gray color over 
the obverse, the reverse is fully brilliant.

and an 1889-S AU 58 NGC, an interesting group of circulated bet¬ 
ter-date Morgan dollars. (Total: 4 coins) 

410 1883-S AU 53 PCGS. A scarcer issue and a worthwhile lot in near¬ 
mint condition. 

411 1884 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny with blushes of golden toning on either 
side. 

412 1884 MS 65 NGC, (3) coins, all exhibit signs of peripheral colors 
ranging from cobalt-blue to antique-golden. All are well struck and 
NGC certified. (Total: 3 coins) 

413 1884-CC MS 63 PCGS. Bright-white luster over both sides. 

414 1884-CC MS 64 PCGS, four pieces, all snow-white examples of this 
popular Carson City type coin. (Total: 4 coins) 

415 1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. Extremely lustrous and a terrific looking 
coin. 

416 1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Pleasing cameo con¬ 
trast, with dazzling, bright surfaces.

447 1885-S MS 63 PCGS. Full mint bloom and a lovely example of this 
scarcer Redfield date. Well struck with a few scattered abrasions, but 
a terrific looking ‘85-S dollar. 

448 1885-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Fully struck with very flashy mirrors 
in the fields which are set against the thick frost on the devices, 
yielding a sharp cameo effect. A high-end example that has much of 
the look of a full-blown gem. 

449 1886 MS 65 PCGS. Creamy white luster covers both sides. 

450 1886 MS 66 Prooflike NGC. An extremely clean and breathtaking 
example of Morgan dollar production. Most often prooflike speci¬ 
mens show varying degrees of surface impairment. This piece is a 
happy exception as the cheek, fields, and devices are virtually free 
of noticeable marks.

Fully brilliant with satiny qualities in the 
fields and few appreciable marks.

A white gem with frosty 
cameo devices and a bold strike. Just a few light marks are visible. 

A fully struck dollar with 
unfathomably deep mirrors in the fields. A couple of minor facial 
marks limit the grade.

Light in color with a smattering of golden 
peripheral patina but softly struck in the centers. 

464 (2) 1887-S MS 63 ANACS, both coins are partially reflective and 
exhibit light, original toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

465 1887-S MS 65 ANACS. Exceptionally lustrous with lovely reddish- 
gold iridescence about the peripheries. Here’s an ‘87-S with all the 
eye appeal a gem should have. 

466 1888 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Glittering surfaces, 
untoned yet entirely original. Scarce in well preserved prooflike con¬ 
dition. Population: 20 in 65, 4 higher. 
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467 1888-0 MS 65 NGC. The obverse features a brilliant center that is 

framed with deep, gunmetal-blue and violet, the reverse is mostly 
brilliant with a thin peripheral ring of gold, crimson, and cobalt-blue 
colors. 


468 1888-S MS 63 ANACS. The surfaces on this creamy, well preserved 
specimen are toned a soft golden color overall. 

469 1888-S MS 63 NGC. Richly toned in peripheral golden-russet iri¬ 
descence. Far from a gem, but a uniquely colorful ‘88-S dollar. 

470 1888-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC. A borderline DM PL coin that shows 
heavy die striations in the fields and good depth of mirrored reflec¬ 
tivity. A small clump of milling marks on the cheek and jaw prevent 
a higher grade. Well struck and brilliant. 

471 1888-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. An exceptional deeply 
mirrored example of this scarce date. The surfaces are untoned and 
fully white. A trifle baggy as normally seen, but no more so than one 
would expect for the grade. 

472 1889 MS 63 ANACS, deep russet color about the borders; and an 
1890-0 MS 63 ANACS, untoned with typical definition in the cen¬ 
ters. (Total: 2 coins) 

473 1889 MS 65 ANACS. Satiny and clean, with slight toning on each 
side. A high mintage date, but only a small percentage of mint state 
survivors are gems.

(Total: 2 
coins) 

484 1891 MS 62 NGC. Fully brilliant and very lustrous, the devices are 
lightly frosted but there are too many obverse marks for a higher 
grade. 

485 1891-CC MS 62 NGC. Creamy, frosty-white surfaces that suffer 
only from light to moderate abrasions.

This near-gem example of this scarce issue is 
completely brilliant and well struck for the date. Lustrous and free 
from any large or distracting blemishes.

491 1892-0 MS 64 NGC. Bright mint frost with a few luster scrapes that 
hold back the grade of the piece.

496 1894-0 AU 50 NGC. Mostly brilliant with a fair amount of luster 
still seen around the devices. Minimally abraded. 

497 1894-0 AU 53 NGC. Very softly struck in the centers but prooflike 
in the fields, and quite unusual as such. 

498 1894-0 AU 55 PCGS. Most of the mint luster still is in evidence on 
this Choice AU piece. Still mostly brilliant with just a bit of light 
patina in the fields and on the highpoints of the devices. 

499 1894-0 AU 55 NGC. Lightly toned and softly struck with a couple 
of abrasions toward the forefront of Liberty’s face. Good remaining 
luster. 


500 1894-0 AU 55 NGC. This choice example has a light, even layer of 
patina across each side which helps subdue the effect of several 
small abrasions on the portrait of Liberty. 

501 1894-0 MS 60 ANACS. A better than average strike for this condi¬ 
tionally difficult date, with mottled russet and gray toning over each 
side. 

502 1894-S MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Essentially brilliant with sparkling 
mint luster and genuine eye appeal. Very scarce like this. 

503 1895-0 AU 50 NGC. A nominal amount of wear is visible beneath 
gray and antique-gold toning. Reasonably sharp for this low-mintage 
scarcity and retaining some luster in the fields. 

504 1896 MS 64 ANACS, deep golden peripheral colors; and a 1901-0 
MS 64 ANACS, brilliant save for a small area of violet patina at the 
top of each side. (Total: 2 coins) 

505 1896 MS 65 PCGS, (2) coins, one is moderately toned in antique- 
golden colors, the other is lightly toned with partially reflective 
fields. Both are PCGS certified. (Total: 2 coins) 

506 1896 MS 65 NGC. A high-end specimen with a moderate overlay of 
sunset-gold and crimson toning on each side. 

507 1896 MS 65 NGC. Deep reddish-golden and violet patina blankets 
the obverse, the reverse is much lighter with a pretty sunset colored 
ring at the border. 

508 1896 MS 66 NGC. A high-end specimen with an overlay of multi¬ 
colored toning on the obverse.

Mostly brilliant still with a touch of pale pati¬ 
na on each side. A good portion of mint luster is still in evidence as 
well with the reverse still uncirculated. 

511 1896-0 AU 58 NGC. A bit softly struck, as one would expect, with 
just a touch of friction over the highpoints of the design. 

512 1896-0 AU 58 NGC. A true “super slider” that is oh-so-close to 
strict mint condition. Light in color and better struck than most 
examples seen of this difficult issue.

516 1897-0 AU 58 NGC. Lightly toned on the obverse with much deep¬ 
er color on the reverse. Nearly full mint luster clings to each side and 
is satiny in nature, as one would expect from this issue. 

517 1897-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Incredibly deep mirror 
fields. The obverse has some scattered marks on the cheek that are 
noticeable. 

518 1898 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a hit more con¬ 
trast than is generally seen on PLs of this issue.

Exceptionally clean surfaces overall, and 
covered with a dullish gray patina that tends to subdue the bright 
mint luster on the coin. There is a crescent of deep golden toning at 
the base of the obverse.

A very clean, 
upper-end coin whose obverse appears to be of full gem quality. 

617 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 65 NGC. Deep green- 
gold color with some localized russet patina in the letters of the leg¬ 
end on the reverse. A lovely commemorative gold coin. 

618 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 60 PCGS. Richly colored with noticeable 
handling marks in the fields. 

619 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 NGC. Very frosty with 
appealing color. A small mark on the worker’s cheek limits the 
grade. 

620 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 PCGS. Rich pink-gold 
color with bright underlying luster. Two marks show on the back of 
the jawline of the worker.

One of the more difficult issues in 
this state of preservation and nearly twice as scarce as the 1916 
issue. Fully lustrous and very bright. 

627 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62 NGC. A conservatively graded piece 
that displays fully lustrous surfaces, light, colorful patina, and mini¬ 
mal contact marks. 

628 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. Good color and luster charac¬ 
terize this attractive commemorative quarter eagle. 

629 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. Rich color and luster, with a 
single mentionable carbon spot at the top of the reverse. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


630 1849 MS 64 NGC. Open Wreath. Extremely sharp with typically 
vibrant luster and delicate yellow-gold patina over both sides. A 
choice example of this popular first year issue. 

631 1850-0 AU 53 NGC. The scarcest O-mint Type One gold dollar and 
rarely seen at the mint state level. Only 14,000 pieces were original¬ 
ly struck. Well defined with a few modest abrasions on either side. 
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632 1851-0 MS 63 NGC. Although this year is one of the more common 
O-mint gold dollars in lower grades, it is a very popular one and is a 
perfect type coin as it is both an O-mint and a Type One. This spec¬ 
imen is typically struck with some weakness in the center of the 
reverse. It is lustrous and presents a deep golden appearance, but a 
couple of scratches behind Liberty’s head limit the grade. 

633 1852 MS 63 PCGS. Fully detailed with bright golden luster over 
each side. 


634 1852 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck, this is a clean coin that has muted 
golden-yellow color overall. 

635 1853 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck. 

636 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. The scarce Type Two issue struck for 
only three years. This piece is very pleasing with just slight wear and 
much remaining luster. A normal amount of die clashing is noted 
particularly on the reverse. 

637 1854 Type Two MS 61 PCGS. Well struck for the type, this piece 
exhibits a striking peculiarity we have not seen for some time. It was 
struck from rusted dies as evidenced by the raised pimply dots seen 
around the obverse devices. A most peculiar coin and quite unusual. 

638 1854 Type Two MS 62 PCGS. A fully lustrous example of this 
scarce and popular short-lived gold type coin. This piece is sharply 
struck with very light, subtle coloration, no mentionable abrasions, 
and very light clash marks in the fields. A fresh looking piece. 

639 1855 Type Two AU 55 PCGS. A well struck example that retains 
much original luster and rich reddish patina. Die clashed, as usual. 

640 1855 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Bright surfaces and well struck with 
sharply defined die clash marks in the fields. There are po mention- 
able abrasions on either side. 

641 1855 Type Two MS 61 NGC. A bit lackluster to grade any higher, 
but a clean coin for the grade with light die clashing in the fields. 
Scarce and worthwhile in mint condition. 

642 1855 Type Two MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck and showing no obvi¬ 
ous die clash marks (quite unusual for a Type Two). Looks finer than 
the stated grade, but not quite enough zip in the luster to actually 
grade higher. 

643 1855 Type Two MS 64 PCGS. Simply outstanding quality in a Type 
Two gold dollar. This is one of the finer examples we have seen in 
some time. Even though there are quite a few survivors in lower 
grades, this date’s status as a Type Two coin has greatly elevated its 
desirability, popularity, and price well beyond that of far scarcer 
issues of the Type One and Type Three designs. This piece displays 
rich yellow-gold color that is seen over both sides, and is well 
defined, except on the 8 in the date. Of course, the ubiquitous die 
clash marks show in the fields. 


644 1861 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck on a striated planchet, the surfaces 
are bright and lustrous. An affordable type piece. 

645 1874 gold dollar MS 61 PCGS, occasionally weak on the highpoints 
with blushes of reddish color; 1907 quarter eagle MS 61 PCGS, 
grade-limiting hairline to the left of the portrait; and a 1932 eagle 
MS 61 PCGS, rich orange coloration. (Total: 3 coins) 

646 1874 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny luster. A scarcer coin as it displays full 
LIBERTY across the headband. 

647 1874 MS 65 PCGS. A good strike and bright, satiny luster comple¬ 
ment this more common date in the one-dollar gold series. The sur¬ 
faces are abrasion-free and smooth. A small circular lint mark on the 
reverse is mentioned for pedigree purposes. 

648 1878 MS 61 PCGS. One of the more difficult dates of the late issue 
gold dollars. This piece has mostly creamy, yellow-gold luster with 
good reflectivity on both sides. A number of tiny contact marks in 
the obverse fields are the grade-limiting factor. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


649 1848 Fine 15 PCGS. Long considered a rarity, the 1848 is legiti¬ 
mately scarce in all grades. This piece has smooth wear overall with 
no particularly distracting marks. 

650 1849 XF 40 ANACS. Evenly struck surfaces with no singularly 
mentionable marks. Abundant luster still is seen over both sides. A 
much underrated issue in a slightly above-average grade. 

651 1850-0 XF 45 NGC. Very scarce in all grades and, characteristic of 
all examples known of this issue, the hair curls of Liberty and the 
feathers on the eagle are softly impressed. Scarce in XF, coins in 
higher grades are very rare. Unlike many specimens seen of this 
date, however, this coin is not heavily abraded. In fact, the surfaces 
are remarkably free from post-striking impairments. Trends $475. 

652 1857 AU 50 ANACS. Well struck overall with a combination of 
semi-prooflikeness and cartwheel in the fields. A few handling 
marks preclude a higher grade. 

653 1859-S AU 50 NGC. Many of the San Francisco issues of this time 
period came very poorly struck, but this coin is exceptionally sharp, 
even with the feather details on the eagle’s leg being visible. This 
coin is bright golden in color with some luster still remaining. 

654 1860-S AU 50 NGC. A challenging S-mint quarter eagle that is espe¬ 
cially difficult to locate in AU and mint condition. A bit softly struck 
in the centers, the surfaces are exceptionally free from heavy abra¬ 
sions that normally plague circulated gold coins. 

655 1861 New Reverse MS 62 PCGS. Sharply detailed with good mint 
brilliance. This variety was coined with the reverse die type of I860, 
the more common of the two used. While not particularly scarce in 
uncirculated, this issue is popular with both type and Civil War era 
collectors. 


656 1872-S AU 50 PCGS. Conditionally scarce above VF, in AU the '12- 
S is decidedly rare. This coin has uncharacteristically strong luster 
for an AU 50, and there are only a few small abrasions. Trends 
$1,300. 

657 1879 MS 63 PCGS. Razor sharp with satiny brilliance throughout 
and rich golden color. A scarcer date in comparison to 20th century 
issues of this type. Trends $1,475. 

658 1901 MS 61 PCGS, deep coppery-red patina in the fields; 1907 MS 
60 NGC, bright and abraded; and a 1907 MS 61 PCGS, fully lus¬ 
trous beneath rich reddish-gold coloration. (Total; 3 coins) 

659 1902 MS 62 NGC. Satiny and especially vibrant, but downgraded by 
numerous field marks. 

660 1907 MS 65 PCGS. A superior type coin, this sharply struck coin 
has full, satiny luster and shows no distracting blemishes on either 
side. 


CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

661 1905 PR 60 PCGS. A scarce proof quarter eagle that has exception¬ 
al deeply mirrored fields. The devices show just the faintest bit of 
mint frost, but not enough to call the coin a cameo. There are a num¬ 
ber of hairlines and contact marks in the fields, and these are the 
grade limiting factors. 

662 1907 PR 63 PCGS. A pleasing example of this rare proof issue with 
a mintage of only 154 pieces. Sharply struck with deeply reflective 
surfaces and slight cameo contrast on the devices. Just a few hair¬ 
lines and field marks keep this piece from a higher category. For 
pedigree purposes, there is a small area of planchet porosity in the 
left obverse field, and a squiggly lintmark under the eagle’s left (fac¬ 
ing) wing on the reverse.

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1908 MS 60 PCGS. Deep, frosty luster is complemented with some 
rich, orange-golden patina. Housed in an early PCGS holder, a very 
conservatively graded example. 

1909 MS 60 PCGS. Well struck with soft, muted luster and a signif¬ 
icant number of contact marks. 

1909 MS 63 ANACS. Very well struck with bright, satiny luster and 
surface marks that can be considered minimal for an MS 63. 

1911 XF Details—Bent, Cleaned—Net Fine 12 ANACS, reverse 
digs to the left of the eagle; and a 1913 AU Details—Polished, Ex 
Jewelry—Net VF 20 ANACS. (Total: 2 coins) 

1911 MS 64 NGC. Indian quarter eagles are a rare find in this con¬ 
dition because of the incuse design. Bringing the fields up as the 
highest portion of the coin made them especially susceptible to abra¬ 
sions. This is a lovely piece that must look very nearly as it did in 
the year of issue. Fully struck and showing no meaningful abrasions, 
the surfaces are a lustrous light golden color. 

1911-D AU 50 ANACS. A lightly worn example of this key, Indian 
Head quarter eagle. The mintmark is neither sharply defined, nor 
abnormally weak, falling somewhere in between as is normal. 

1914 AU 58 ANACS, nearly complete luster; and a 1926 MS 61 
ANACS, almost fully detailed and bright overall. (Total: 2 coins) 

1914 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with good mint luster. An attrac¬ 
tive example of this scarcer issue in the Indian quarter eagle series. 
There is a small black spot in the reverse field next to the eagle’s left 
leg. 

1925-D MS 62 ANACS; and a 1927 MS 62 ANACS, both coins are 
satiny in appearance with a minimum of noticeable marjcs. (Total: 2 
coins) 

1928 MS 62 ANACS; and a 1929 MS 62 ANACS, both coins exhib¬ 
it a bright, yellow-gold finish and unusually clean surfaces for the 
grade. (Total: 2 coins) 

1928 MS 64 PCGS. Breathtaking mint luster and color with reddish- 
gold color interspersed across both sides. A sharp looking near-gem 
type piece. 

1929 MS 60 PCGS. Fully struck with muted surfaces, there are a few 
grade-limiting field marks on the obverse and reverse. 

1929 MS 62 NGC. Well detailed and exhibiting rich golden color. 

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

1854 MS 62 NGC. Lacking a bit of highpoint detail, the luster is 
adequate but not as fulsome as could be expected from a finer coin, 
and that combined with a couple of obverse slide marks, prevent a 
higher grade. 

1874 AU 58 PCGS. A trifle softly struck on the lower reverse with 
rich golden color and a few small abrasions scattered over the sur¬ 
faces. 

1878 MS 61 PCGS. Fully lustrous with myriad small contact marks 
overall precluding a higher rating. 

1878 MS 62 PCGS. Super frosty, with vibrant mint luster on both 
sides. This piece has that wonderfully original copper-orange toning 
that appears so infrequently nowadays. Both the obverse and the 
reverse are well struck and show no obvious marks. As a type coin, 
you won’t find anything nicer without spending a lot more money. A 
conservatively graded example. 

1878 MS 62 PCGS. Clean for the grade and sharply struck with 
deep orange-gold color, just not quite lustrous enough to grade any 
higher. 


682 1886 AU 58 PCGS. A scarce and, for some inexplicable reason, 
overlooked issue in the three-dollar series. Only 1,000 pieces were 
struck and the 1886 is rarer than all the other dates from the 1880s 
except the 1881. Only a trace of friction can be seen and the fields 
still retain virtually all of the original prooflikeness, a trait common 
to ‘86 threes. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 

683 1836 XF 45 ANACS. Original yellow-gold surfaces with few appre¬ 
ciable marks and a strong strike in the centers. Some crimson color 
is noted at the borders. Trends $490. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

684 1851 AU 58 PCGS. A somewhat better date that is more difficult 
than its large mintage would indicate. Well struck overall. 

685 1857-S XF 45 ANACS. Scarce in all grades and conditionally rare 
above XF, this is a pleasing, well struck piece that has attractive red¬ 
dish-gold color and shows no distracting blemishes. 

686 1867-S Fine 15 NGC. An honest, well worn example of this very 
scarce issue. A major condition rarity in the Coronet series of half 
eagles. 

687 1871-S XF 45 PCGS. Very scarce and seldom seen any finer. This 
piece is a trifle softly struck in the centers and shows light color 
overall with the only noticeable abrasion being a milling mark on 
Liberty’s cheek. Trends $1,700. 

688 1880-S MS 64 PCGS. Bright, satiny luster and a very sharp strike. 
There are just a few scattered abrasions. Conditionally rare. 
Population: 17 in 64, none finer. 

689 1882 MS 62 PCGS. Original and moderately abraded, with an over¬ 
all satiny texture. 

690 1884-S MS 62 NGC. A few small facial abrasions are seen, other¬ 
wise quite choice and pleasing for this conditionally scarce issue. 
Population: 23 in 62, 15 higher. 

691 1886-S MS 62 ANACS. Orange-gold surfaces with a mild prooflike 
glow on the reverse. 

692 1891 MS 61 NGC. Minor scuffiness in the fields, accentuated by a 
subdued, satiny finish. An elusive, low-mintage P-mint five that has 
a small but evenly distributed number of survivors in mint state 
grades. 

693 I896-S AU 53 NGC. A scarce late date S-mint that is rarely avail¬ 
able in mint state, and is actually quite scarce in AU. Well struck 
with a hint of crimson toning in the protected areas. 

694 1903 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous surfaces that 
show rich yellow-gold color. 

695 1908 MS 61 NGC. A lustrous final year product, one hairline mark 
in the left obverse field from an upswing in grade of at least a point.

696 1908-D MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with good luster. A heavy mark is 
noted on the reverse between the eagle and E PLURIBUS UNUM. 

697 I 909-D MS 63 PCGS. An original piece with pinpoint striking 
details, there is an overlay of subtle, deep golden patina. 

698 1910-S AU 55 PCGS. The ‘10-S is rarely seen above the XF grade 
level. The surfaces on this coin are unusually bright and the strike is 
complete throughout. Trends $485. 

699 1912 MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces have a mild granularity with a soft 
satiny texture. A deep gold color overall, the devices are sharply 
defined in all areas and the coin shows a few abrasions. 
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700 1914-D MS 62 NGC. Sharp and lustrous, with pleasing reddish- 
golden color. A median rarity in the series at the uncirculated level. 

701 1915 AU 50 PCGS. Deep orange and rose overtones. 

702 1915 MS 64 NGC. One of the most consistently nice of all five-dol- 
lar Indian issues, this 1915 exhibits vibrant luster, well frosted 
devices, and rich golden patina throughout. Only a couple of pin¬ 
point marks on the Indian’s cheek preclude this from grading MS 65. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


703 1846 XF 40 PCGS. An underrated P-mint, one of 20,095 pieces 
struck. Numerous small abrasions are noticed in the fields. Trends 
$1,100. 

704 1846 MS 60 NGC. This is the finest example graded of this scarce 
issue by either service. As a date, the 1846 is a scarce one in any 
grade with the few known specimens grading only VF-XF. This is a 
very sharply struck piece that has bright, flashy mint luster. Its grade 
is derived from numerous small abrasions that are peppered across 
each side, none of which are serious enough to warrant individual 
mention. An extraordinary opportunity to acquire this finest known 
(and finest certified) 1846 ten-dollar. 

705 1850 Small Date XF 40 NGC. The scarcer of the two varieties and a 
difficult coin in any grade. This piece is softly struck and shows 
pleasing mellow yellow-gold color. Trends $700. 

706 1850-0 AU 55 NGC. Most known examples grade VF or XF and 
AUs are quite rare. This coin has also escaped the normally seen, 
very heavy abrasions. There are a few present, but they are minor 
and do not detract from its very respectable appearance. Trends 
$2,500. 

707 1855-S XF 40 NGC. A very rare and highly respected issue with an 
original mintage of only 9,000 pieces. Of the vep' few known exam¬ 
ples, only 5 have been certified by the services in AU. This coin has 
deep golden-orange color and shows a few small scattered abrasions, 
none of which are singularly distracting. This lot should be of great 
interest to gold collectors as so few pieces are available in any con¬ 
dition. Trends $2,350. 

708 1863-S XF 40 PCGS. A very rare and highly respected date in the 
No Motto series that is a major condition rarity as well. This piece 
has clean, problem-free surfaces and much reddish color. The hair 
curls are well defined but there is slight softness of strike noted on 
the stars and the eagle’s neck. Trends $3,100. 

709 1869-S AU 50 PCGS. Very rare with only a handful known in all 
grades, the 1869-S had a mintage of only 6,430 pieces. Breen terms 
this date "prohibitively rare EF.” In Akers’ survey of auctions over 
almost a 40-year period he recorded only 32 appearances in all 
grades, only one of which was an AU with two uncirculated pieces. 
This is a lustrous coin that has slight reddish patina surrounding the 
peripheral devices. A bit softly struck in certain areas with a tiny S 
mintmark, as always. 

710 1901 MS 62 PCGS. A satiny, reddish-gold example. 

711 1901 MS 65 PCGS. A pristine example that boasts deep satiny bril¬ 
liance and pockets of orange-gold patina over both sides. Surface 
marks are minimal on the obverse and almost non-existent on the 
reverse. 


712 1902-S MS 62 PCGS. Shimmering mint luster and only a few mod¬ 
est abrasions on the obverse from a higher grade. 

713 1902-S MS 62 NGC. Attractive variegated color with excellent 
design details. A nice coin for the grade. 

714 1905 MS 63 NGC. Good luster and minimal abrasions make this 
appear to be a much higher graded coin. 

715 1907-S MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright pinkish-golden lus¬ 
ter. Marred by an obvious cut across the throat of Liberty

716 1908 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. The green-gold surfaces exhibit a 
soft, frosted appearance and are typically weak on the central hair 
curls.

717 1908-S MS 60 NGC. A low mintage scarcity in the ten-dollar Indian 
series, one of just 59,850 pieces struck. This piece is original and 
fully lustrous, but downgraded by several prominent reverse marks. 

718 1909-D MS 61 PCGS. A scarce and underrated issue, especially dif¬ 
ficult in mint state. 

719 1915 MS 63 PCGS. An arm’s length gem that is certainly lustrous 
enough to qualify, but is reduced in grade by a few contact marks 
limited mostly to the reverse. 

720 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Bright, satiny luster with traces of orange-gold 
color on each side. Perfect for a choice type set. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


721 1871-CC XF 45 ANACS. The 1871 -CC is the second rarest Carson 
City double eagle, being bested only by the near legendary 1870- 
CC. Only 17,387 pieces were struck and the few known pieces 
invariably grade lower than XF, with a low-end VF being the norm. 
This is a choice specimen for the grade that displays bright semi¬ 
prooflike fields and a strong strike. The only mentionable area of 
abrading is a cluster of small marks under the ITE of UNITED. 

722 1875-CC AU 50 ANACS. Breen-7256. A clean example of this pop¬ 
ular Carson City Type Two twenty. Well struck with good remaining 
luster, a single contact mark to the left of the date is mentioned for 
pedigree purposes. Trends $800. 

723 1875-CC MS 61 NGC. A little scuffy but showing vibrant mint frost 
with an underlying satiny appearance in the fields. A couple of large 
alloy spots are visible on the obverse. Trends $2,100. 

724 1888 MS 60 NGC. A bit baggy, but displaying complete mint luster. 
Scarce as a true uncirculated example. Trends $800. 

725 1888 MS 61 NGC. Satiny with a number of contact marks most evi¬ 
dent on the obverse. Sometimes available in AU and even slider 
grades, but mint state pieces are decidedly underrated. 

726 1890 MS 60 PCGS. A flashy, satiny specimen, kept from high grade 
status by numerous, scattered obverse bagmarks. A more difficult 
issue, once listed as a common date. Trends $610. 

727 1892-CC AU 55 ANACS. A scarcer, low mintage issue. Semi¬ 
prooflike fields with some rich golden color overlaying each side. 
Trends $1,400. 

728 1893-CC MS 60 NGC. Very sharply struck, especially in the cen¬ 
ters, the mint luster is fully intact and the surfaces overall have a 
medium red tint. Sure to be of interest to collectors both as a mint 
state Carson City type coin and as the final issue from this historic 
mint. Trends $2,000. 

729 1898-S MS 60 NGC, surprisingly few abrasions for an MS 60; and 
a 1904 MS 61 PCGS. satiny and not too seriously marked. (Total: 2 
coins) 

730 1899 MS 62 PCGS. Well defined but exhibiting a subdued appear¬ 
ance and a number of abrasions on Liberty’s cheek. 

731 1899-S MS 62 PCGS. Minimally abraded for the grade and display¬ 
ing sparkling, original surfaces. 

732 1900 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with soft orange-gold toning on both 
sides. A popular tum-of-the-century date. 

733 1900 MS 63 PCGS. A shimmering example with several small blem¬ 
ishes on the cheek. 
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734 1902 MS 60 PCGS. A scarce, low mintage date that is rarely seen in 
mint condition. There are quite a few moderate sized abrasions on 
the obverse one would expect from a 60 coin. Trends $1,000. 

735 1903 MS 62 NGC. This coin displays good mint luster and little 
variation in color. There are a number of small ticks visible on the 
obverse. 

736 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Exceptionally bright and lustrous for the grade. 
A normal amount of small contact marks are noted on the obverse. 

737 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Bright and prooflike with a number of small 
bagmarks on the obverse. 

738 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Relatively clean and sharp, but a bit too lack¬ 
luster for a higher grade. 

739 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Very lustrous overall, only a few marks on the 
obverse limit the grade. 

740 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Some muting of the luster is evident on the 
obverse and both sides exhibit a bit of olive-green toning. 

741 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous and bright, a conservatively grad¬ 
ed double eagle. 

742 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Another bright, well defined example.

The last of this run of MS 62 1904 double 
eagles, a very bright, rich appearing example. A number of minor 
facial marks restrict the grade. 

748 1904 MS 62 NGC. Bright satiny surfaces with a few, mostly facial 
marks. 

749 1904 MS 64 NGC. A satiny example with a light, green-gold tint on 
both sides. Boldly struck, the fields and devices are virtually free of 
most troublesome abrasions and contact marks. 

750 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with rich, orange-golden patina 
over both sides. A perfect type coin. 

751 1904-S MS 62 PCGS. Sparkling, fully lustrous surfaces, only a few 
widely scattered abrasions from a finer grade. 

752 1904-S MS 62 PCGS. The fields suggest a reflective appearance, but 
there are too many small contact marks for a finer grade. 

753 1904-S MS 62 PCGS. Another original and fully lustrous example. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

754 1908 No Motto MS 64 PCGS. Smooth, richly colored surfaces. 

755 1908 No Motto MS 66 NGC. A worthwhile grade in this otherwise 
“common” issue. The 1908 NM is all too often overlooked as a two- 
year type, of which the 1907 is generally not available in high 
grades. This is a superb coin. The surfaces are virtually free from 
abrasions and the luster is top rate. Both sides are swathed in a deep 
layer of rich yellow-gold patina. 

756 1910-D MS 63 NGC. Well struck with bright, flashy surfaces. Quite 
a nice looking coin for this somewhat scarcer date. 


757 1914-D MS 63 PCGS. Smooth satin surfaces with full, vibrant mint 
luster and the expected number of small marks for the grade. 

758 1915 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck and minimally abraded with the 
coin downgraded by the presence of several planchet laminations on 
the upper obverse. 

759 1922 MS 62 ANACS. Triple Die Obverse. Smooth, lustrous surfaces 
with a few abrasions, the largest flaw is a small planchet flake in the 
sun’s rays on the reverse. 

760 1922 MS 64 PCGS. Deep satiny luster with a notably cleaner 
appearance on the reverse. Mint state examples of this issue tend to 
be heavily abraded and are rarely found in superior condition to this 
choice specimen. The PCGS holder is cracked on the reverse. 

761 1924 MS 61 PCGS; and a 1924 MS 62 PCGS, the latter example dis¬ 
playing a rich reddish-gold hue. (Total; 2 coins) 

762 1927 MS 62 PCGS; and a 1928 MS 62 PCGS, both with the flashy, 
original color and luster that is often limited to choice and gem qual¬ 
ity pieces. (Total: 2 coins) 

763 1927 MS 64 PCGS. A choice example with soft, natural patina on 
both the obverse and reverse. 

764 1928 MS 65 PCGS. An exceptionally clean, lustrous example. Fully 
original and bright, there are only a couple of hardly distracting, 
minuscule abrasions to be found within the devices. There are a few 
copper colored alloy spots on the reverse.

Outstanding, full frosty mint luster 
clearly presents itself on this coin. The Arkansas issues are so fre¬ 
quently dull and lifeless in appearance. 

768 1935-S Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. A bright, lightly toned example 
from the Arkansas centennial’s first year of production. 

769 1935-S Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Smooth and lustrous, the centers are 
toned gray-lilac with iridescent flashes at the margins. One of the 
finest Arkansas halves we have ever encountered. 

770 1937-D Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. A gem example with long-term 
album storage resulting in violet-gray obverse toning, the reverse is 
mostly muted gray. 

771 1938 Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Natural silver-gray surfaces, accented 
by a crescent of deep russet and rose-violet along the base of the 
reverse. A colorful selection. 

772 1938-D Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Each side is mostly brilliant and very 
sharply defined. A much better date in the series with a mintage of 
only 3,155 pieces. 

773 1938-S Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Clean overall with speckled gray sur¬ 
faces. 

774 1935-S Boone MS 65 PCGS. Moderately toned with some hazy 
gray-golden patina 

775 1936 Boone MS 65 PCGS. Thick satiny luster shows barely any 
color. Well struck and sharp. 

776 1936 Boone MS 65 NGC, pale golden-olive color; 1926-S Oregon 
MS 65 NGC, lightly toned; and a 1936-S Texas MS 65 PCGS, dusky 
gray-lavender patina. (Total: 3 coins) 
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111 1936-S Boone MS 65 PCGS. Mostly untoned save for a small area 

of rich golden color on the right obverse. 

778 1937 Boone MS 65 PCGS. Almost fully white, with a thin line of 
peripheral golden color on each side. Conservatively graded. 

779 1937-D Boone MS 66 NGC. A delicate milky-white patina is accent¬ 
ed by slightly deeper color at the edges. 

780 1937-S Boone MS 66 NGC. Near flawless surfaces with a muted 
gray appearance overall. Scarcer date. 

781 1925-S California MS 63 PCGS; 1925 Stone Mountain MS 61 
PCGS; 1925 Stone Mountain MS 63 PCGS; and a 1925 Stone 
Mountain MS 64 PCGS,- all brilliant or very nearly so. (Total: 4 
coins) 

782 1925-S California MS 65 ANACS. Deeply and colorfully toned over 
the obverse, the reverse is much lighter. Sharp and lustrous. 

783 1936-D Cincinnati MS 65 ANACS. Nicely toned on the obverse in 
hues of steel-gray and bright green. The reverse is much lighter. 

784 1936 Cleveland MS 66 NGC. Wonderfully preserved for the issue, 
displaying moderate, original toning on each side. Coruscant luster 
gleams under gray and gold colorations. 

785 1936-D Columbia MS 64 PCGS. Clean surfaces and well struck, the 
luster is slightly muted. 

786 1936-D Columbia MS 66 NGC. A satiny gem with spotty golden- 
russet patina over each side. 

787 1936-S Columbia MS 65 PCGS. Virtually fully brilliant with a trace 
of spotty milky patina on each side. Unusually clean fidlds. 

788 1893 Columbian MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Mostly brilliant and dis¬ 
playing well frosted central devices. 

789 1935 Connecticut MS 65 NGC. Moderately toned with deep, under¬ 
lying, satiny brilliance and an exceptionally mark-free eagle. 

790 1936 Delaware MS 65 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, a little light ton¬ 
ing shows on this well struck example. 

791 1936 Delaware MS 66 NGC. Moderately toned and lustrous. 
Splendid quality for this issue, being almost totally free of bother¬ 
some contact marks on the church and sails. 


792 1922 Grant MS 64 NGC. Fully white and untoned, this coin is also 
very well struck. 

793 1924 Huguenot MS 65 NGC. Deeply and originally toned. 

794 1946 Iowa MS 65 ANACS, deeply toned; 1920 Pilgrim MS 64 
ANACS, original, light patina; and a 1951 Booker T. Washington 
MS 65 PCGS, mostly brilliant. (Total: 3 coins) 

795 1946 Iowa MS 66 NGC. Untoned save for a a few flecks of charcoal 
spotting in the central portion of the obverse. 

796 1936 Lynchburg MS 64 PCGS. Deeply and originally toned. The 
luster is slightly muted. 

797 1936 Lynchburg MS 65 NGC. Speckled multicolored toning is 
sprinkled across each side with bright underlying mint brilliance. 

798 1920 Maine MS 64 PCGS. Mostly white with blazing mint luster. A 
very attractive Maine. 

799 1920 Maine MS 65 NGC. A mostly brilliant coin with sparkling mint 
luster. There is a hint of russet color at the borders. 

800 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. A gem with full mint bloom and a gen¬ 
erally untoned appearance. 

801 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Both sides are toned in a mixture of 
silver-gray and russet, with strong underlying brilliance. 


802 1921 Missouri MS 64 PCGS. Virtually untoned with a crisp, frosty 

appearance and only a couple of tiny marks on the frontiersman’s 


803 1923-S Monroe MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant, very well struck, and just a 
few tiny contact marks from gem quality. 

804 1938 New Rochelle MS 65 PCGS. Superior luster characteristics 
and showing just the lightest trace of color on each side. 

805 1938 New Rochelle MS 65 NGC. Russet and green-gold toning 
forms about the lettering. 

806 1938 New Rochelle MS 66 NGC. The obverse is pristine and both 
sides have accumulated lovely reddish-golden color in the protected 
peripheral areas. 

807 1936 Norfolk MS 65 PCGS. Delicately toned and, as is nearly 
always the case, free of appreciable surface marks. 

808 1936 Norfolk MS 67 NGC. A very appealing coin due to a thin layer 
of pastel-lilac toning that lightly covers both the obverse and the 
reverse. This fully struck example would make a nice addition to any 
high grade collection of U.S. commemoratives. 

809 1936 Norfolk MS 67 PCGS. A brilliant and highly lustrous example 
of this popular commemorative. 

810 1926-S Oregon MS 65 NGC. Deep violet patina covers the surfaces 
with hints of underlying iridescence. 

811 1938 Oregon MS 65 PCGS. One of only 6,006 pieces originally 
minted of this date. Very affordable in this condition at today’s lev¬ 
els. Deeply toned overall. 

812 1938 Oregon MS 66 NGC. The hard, metallic sheen that covers each 
side is mostly untoned except for a bit of light peripheral color, espe¬ 
cially noticeable on the reverse. 

813 1938-D Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Crisp, golden-brown toning sur¬ 
rounds the reverse periphery on this low-mintage (6,005 pieces) 
coin, the obverse is untoned and satiny. 

814 1938-S Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Clean, steel-gray surfaces with traces 
of russet and orange-gold color along the obverse edge. 

815 1939-S Oregon MS 67 NGC. Original silver-gray appearance 
throughout. Exceptionally high quality for this final year Oregon 


816 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 63 NGC. Satiny luster and showing only 

the slightest color, most of which is concentrated around the periph¬ 
eries. A scarce and desirable issue. 


817 1921 Pilgrim MS 63 PCGS. Breen-7449. A small die lump appears 
in front of the Pilgrim’s nose. Well struck and fully lustrous. 

818 1921 Pilgrim MS 64 NGC. A lightly toned example with remarkably 
clean fields and a bold strike. Only a few minor ticks away from a 
gem classification. 

819 1936 Rhode Island MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A very flashy example 
whose brilliant centers are framed by deep russet at the maigins. 

820 1937 Roanoke MS 66 PCGS. Glittering, unmarked surfaces display 
an abundance of rich golden color at the borders. 

821 1936 Robinson MS 66 NGC. A scarce commem in high grades. This 
specimen displays a beautiful plethora of colors on the obverse in the 
shape of the original holder of issue, the reverse is an even silver- 
gray. The surfaces are virtually mark-free. 

822 1935-S San Diego MS 65 NGC. The thick mint luster is overlaid by 
rich, even smoky-violet toning. 

823 1936-D San Diego MS 65 PCGS. A blazing-white example with a 
full, sharp strike, and a virtual lack of contact marks. A fine quality 
specimen. 
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1936-D San Diego MS 65 PCGS, well struck with some moderate 
golden-russet patina over each side; and a 1936 Wisconsin MS 65 
PCGS, very clean, essentially mark-free fields are overlaid in rich 
golden shades.

Lightly toned, the very 
clean surfaces exhibit bright luster under the color. 

1953-S Washington-Carver MS 66 NGC. Superb iridescent gun- 
metal-blue and gold toning blankets each side. Some violet color is 
interspersed on the reverse. 

1936 York MS 67 NGC. Lustrous with a pale overlay of golden and 
lilac patina.

State 
II, overzealously polished, resulting in the so-called “broken nose” 
variety.

842 Undated Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-221, R.4, MS 62 PCGS. 
Lustrous reddish-gold surfaces that are easily choice save for a hair¬ 
line scratch beneath the star on the reverse. 

843 Undated Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-224, R.4, MS 63 PCGS. Tall 
narrow head by Antoine Louis Nouizillet, star at bust point. No 
reverse star, small triangular ribbon tie, berries 7-7. Die State I with¬ 
out reverse cracks. Light yellow-gold color. 

844 1872 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-816, R.7, MS 65 PCGS. Well 
struck, with lustrous fields. The reverse die still shows signs of the 
original lathe work. The only MS 65 and best example of this issue 
graded by PCGS. 

845 1873 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-817, R.4, MS 64 PCGS. Broad 
head, 13 stars, well formed date. The same neatly designed and exe¬ 
cuted reverse was later used for round Washington quarters by 
Frontier and Bellemere. Wonderful light orange-gold color with con¬ 
centric die polishing marks in the obverse field. 

846 1871 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-861, R.6. MS 64 PCGS. Struck 
with slightly rusted dies, the fields exhibit a slightly subdued, green- 
gold appearance.
